Geneva Plan/Cheap Receivers 

Three German stations now interfere with Budapest medium-wave 
reception during hours of darkness, but fortunately Hungary like 
sane other Eastern European countries* is establishing FM networks 
which carry national programming and can be picked up by Vienna , or 
fixed frequency, relatively cheap receivers. Vienna's example agai 
raises the question of why other bureaus cannot use a limited nurnbe 
of relatively low-cost, maintenance-free, possibly fixed frequency 
receivers. 

Post -Tito Yugoslavia Coverage
